The Executive Force Review Committee (EFRC) consisting of Commanders 
Bobby Denham, Stephen Johnson, and Ralph Webb met and reviewed the above 
case. 

FORCE POLICY RELATING TO INCIDENT: 

Law enforcement officers are entitled to use the amount of force that is 
reasonable and necessary to make an arrest, prevent an escape, or overcome 
resistance. 


FINDINGS: 


On April 13, 2013, Marina Del Re ties were assigned to a two man patrol 
ш 273.

EFRC -2- March 17, 2014 


The two deputies responded о Parkgien Avenue, Ladera Heights, in 
regards to a “See the Man Call.” The call indicated that the informant (witness) 
alleged that another person in his house stole items from him. 


While en-route to the call, the deputies received additional information from the 
Marina Del Rey Dispatch that the person was on parole. This was confirmed by 
the two deputies while en-route to the call as they ran his name in California 
Wanted Persons. 


Upon their arrival, they saw the witness outside of the location and spoke with 
him. As they spoke in the front yard of the location, the deputies could hear loud 
screaming and shouting inside of the house. They saw that the front door of the 
house was open. They approached the front door and looked inside. They saw 
a hallway with doorways on both sides. 


Based on the loud yelling and screaming inside one of the rooms, they formed 
the opinion that a person or persons could be in danger or had been assaulted. 
The deputies identified themselves as the Sheriff's Department from the open 
front doorway and order the occupants of the house to step out with their hands 


up. 


Several people stepped out of a room and walked through the hallway. They 
approached the front door. The deputies ordered the group outside in order to 
clear the house of any potential victims and thus conduct their investigation. Two 
of the people complied, but the suspect refused to come out and told m ШЙ 
to not come out and to return to her room. The deputies requested back up via 
their handheld radio. Seconds later they requested assistance, due to the 
escalating uncooperative nature of the suspect. 


The suspect tried to slam the front door on the deputies, but one of the deputies 
placed his foot against the door jamb and kept the door from closing. The 
deputies pushed the door back to the open position, then saw the suspect 
walking away at a fast pace from the front door through the hallway. 


Due to the fact the house had not been cleared of any victims, and in order to 
keep the suspect from potentially arming himself, the deputies followed him into 
the hallway. Approximately eight to ten feet into the hallway, the deputies 
grabbed the suspect by his arms and tried to detain him. The suspect resisted 
and swung his elbows violently striking the deputies on their faces with his 
elbows. 


One of the deputies punched the suspect on his stomach area twice and the 
other deputy punched the suspect on his face twice. The deputies advised they 
were involved in a fight via their radio. 


EFRC -3- March 17, 2014 


The deputies took the suspect to the floor in a prone position, but the suspect 
continued to resist the deputies by placing his closed fists under his stomach. 
The deputies were subsequently able to pull the suspect’s hands behind his back 
and handcuffed him. 


During the entire struggle, two of the people from the house stood by the 
deputies yelling and screaming. They yelled to the deputies to leave the suspect 
alone and they yelled at the suspect to stop resisting the deputies. 


Due to the fact the suspect continued to resist the deputies while handcuffed, 
they picked him up, carried him outside, and placed him inside a radio car 
without further incident. When the assisting units arrived, they cleared the 
interior of the house. 


The suspect was transported to Marina Del Rey Hospital in order to receive a 
medical clearance for booking. While at the hospital, it was determined the 
suspect sustained a fractured right orbital. He was medically cleared for booking 
and transported to Marina Del Rey Station for booking. 


The EFRC determined the force used against the suspect was within Department 
policy. The EFRC also determined the tactics used were within Department 
policy. 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The EFRC recommended the unit commander, Captain Reginald D. Gautt, 


conduct a tactical debriefing with the involved personnel regarding the unique 
circumstances of this incident.

Deputy EN Marina Del Rey Sheriff's Station was interviewed on 
January 10, 2014, by Sergeant Jose Garcia and Sergeant Mark Lopez of the Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and it was audio 
recorded. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy| said he was assigned to a two man 220 car with his 

Deputy Cooley on April 13, 2013, PM shift. They received a call for service at 
Parkglen Avenue, Tag #83. The call indicated that the informant was the victim of theft 
and that the suspect of the theft was at the location. 


As they responded, they received additional information from the Marina Del Rey desk 
that the suspect of the theft was named [EE г 0 as on Parole. The 
deputies confirmed this parolee status via California Wanted Persons prior to their 
arrival. 


Upon their arrival they were met with Witness ШИ in front of the location. As they 
spoke to Witness MNA in the front yard, they could hear loud yelling and arguing 
coming from inside of the location. Due to the loud yelling, the deputies approached the 
open doorway of the location and could hear some crashing noises and loud arguing 
coming from inside the location. 


From the open doorway, he could see a hallway that led to several rooms, but saw no 
one in the hallway. He thought that there may be at least two people arguing inside one 
of the rooms and their voices were male and female. He said he was not sure if 
persons inside the location were verbally or physically fighting. He could not make out 
what was being said but believed the fight may be domestic. Deputy asked 
Deputy Cooley to request back up as he felt uneasy of the potential fight going on inside 
the location. 


Deputy J made announcements and identified himself as the Sheriff's Department 
as he knocked on the open door. He ordered the residents of the location to come out 


with their hands up. He saw one male (Mr. exit a room and 
approached the open front doorway. Mr. appeared sweaty and was breathing 
heavily.

This confirmed Deputy — -< cí that there may have been a fight inside. He 
believed there may be someone injured inside the location. 


Deputy — T3 asked if he identified Mr. — г | EZ that 
point and he said he does not remember if he did or not at that moment. He added that 
his concern at the time was to have all the occupants of the location exit in order to 
clear the location of any potential victims. Mr. Ransom was cooperative with the 
deputies. He was handcuffed and sat on the porch. 


Deputyl continued to call out additional residents from the doorway and three 
additional people exited the same room. Witness Еа Wines MM c 
Suspect Marwah exited the room and approached the open front doorway. The three 
people were uncooperative as they continued to yell and argue. 


Witness and Witness I complied with the deputies’ orders to exit but 
Suspect Marwah refused to comply and remained at the doorway. Suspect Marwah 
yelled unknown statements at Deputy 2га refused to comply. 


Approximately one minute later; due to Suspect Marwah's uncooperative demeanor, 
Deputy requested assistance via his handheld radio as he felt more deputies 
were needed at the location. 


Deputy iii believed he was at a tactical disadvantage due to the fact that the 
suspect was hostile and refused to comply as well as there were residents that were not 
handcuffed. 


Deputy I wanted to calm Suspect Marwah down and began to explain the reasons 
why they needed to clear the house. Suspect Marwah told Deputy that it was his 
house and they had no right to enter it, adding that he did not need to comply with the 
deputies. 


Оериу could hear Sheriff's Aero hovering above the location. He believes 
Suspect Marwah was alerted to the sound and became agitated. Suspect Marwah tried 
to shut the front door on the deputies but De uty placed his foot in the door jamb 
and kept the door from closing. Deputy pushed the door open and saw Suspect 
Marwah walking away from the front door.

Deputy I believed Suspect Marwah may want to arm himself so he followed the 
suspect into the hallway. Approximately five feet from the doorway, he grabbed the 
suspect's right bicep with his right hand in order to detain him. 


Suspect Marwah began to shake violently back and forth as he pulled Deputy | 
further into the hallway. 


Suspect Marwah shook Deputy {violently and pushed him against a table causing 
Deputy EZ gun side to strike the table. 


Deputy IE grabbed Suspect Marwah's left arm with his left hand in order to spin him 
counter clockwise down to the floor. As Deputy [was guiding the suspect to the 
floor, the suspect threw a right elbow strike at him. The elbow strike made contact with 
Deputy left cheek area. 


Deputy — broadcast that deputies were involved in a fight via his handheld radio. 


During his fight with the suspect, he saw Deputy Cooley to his left side, also involved 
and making contact with the suspect but he does not know what Deputy Cooley was 
doing. 


Deputy IE considered the fact that the two female witnesses and Witness = 
had not been searched and the parolee had not yet been identified, coupled with the 
fact that he was concerned with a newly assigned that he was responsible for. 


During the fight, Deputy ould hear the female witnesses yelling but does not 
know what they were yelling. 


Deputy — wanted to overcome the suspect's fighting so he punched the suspect's 
left torso area two times with his left fist. 


The suspect stopped striking but continued to resist the deputies by placing his hands in 
a fist under his stomach. Deputy lll had to pry the suspect's hands out from under 
his body in order to handcuff him. 


Once on the floor, Deputy Cooley pinned the suspect upper body and Deputy B 
pinned the lower part of the suspect's body. Deputy then handcuffed the 
suspect.

Suspect Marwah continued to be uncooperative and did not want to stand. The 
deputies carried him out of the location all the way to a radio car in front of the location. 
Deputy O the suspect's legs as Deputy Cooley held the suspect upper torso. 


As they carried the suspect out to the radio car, the witnesses yelled at Suspect 
Marwah to stop resisting and they yelled at the deputies to leave him alone. 


Once Suspect Marwah was placed in the back seat of the radio car, there were no 
further incidents. 


During the fight, Deputy Ml cic not see Deputy Cooley strike the suspect at any time. 
Deputy Cooley reported his force to him following the incident. He noticed that Deputy 
Cooley's lower lip was bleeding. 


Deputy 2:0 he was struck on his left cheek bone area, which left some pain and 
redness but he did not receive treatment for it. 


Deputy Cooley: 


Royce Cooley, Deputy К | Marina Del Rey Sheriffs Station was interviewed on 
January 10, 2014, by Sergeant Jose Garcia and Sergeant Mark Lopez of the Internal 
Affairs Bureau. The interview took place at the Internal Affairs Bureau and it was audio 
recorded. The following is a summary of the interview: 


Deputy Cooley said he was assigned to a two man radio car with ris 
Deput on April 13, 2013, PM shift. He said he was on his 
They received a call for service at llli Parkglen 


Avenue, Tag #83. The call indicated that the informant had his welfare card stolen and 
that the suspect of the theft was at the location. 


un their arrival they were met with Witness MW in front of the location. Witness 


began to explain the details of the theft in the front yard. As they spoke, they 
could hear loud yelling and arguing coming from inside of the location. Due to the loud 
yelling, the deputies approached the open doorway of the location and could hear some 
crashing noises and loud arguing coming from inside the location. 


Deputy Cooley told Witness to remain in the front yard and the two deputies 
approached the front door of the location.

The front security door was wide open and the main door was partially open. Deputy 
Cooley could see into the location and saw a hallway and no one in sight. He could 
hear loud screaming coming from one of the rooms. 


The deputies identified themselves as the Sheriff's Department and ordered the 
occupants to exit the house with their hands up. Deputy requested a unit back up 
due to the loud screaming. 


Mr Бей а гоот and approached the front door. He complied 
with the deputies and submitted to a pat down search. He was handcuffed and sat 
down on a chair located on the front porch. 


Deputy continued to yell out for additional occupants to exit, at which time 
Witnesses | MM Suspect Marwah exited the same room and 
approached the front door. 


Suspect Marwah stood at the threshold of the front door. He yelled profanities at the 
deputies and was very uncooperative. Deputy requested assistance via his 
handheld radio due to Suspect Marwah's combative behavior. 


Deputy Cooley asked Suspect Marwah to calm down and asked him what was going 
on. Suspect Marwah told Deputy Cooley, “I don't have to talk to you. You're a fucking 
rookie. You don't know what the fuck you're doing. The other cops were here the other 
day and they weren't doing what you all are doing." 


Witness E Witness Ml complied with the deputies orders to come out to 
the porch and were telling Suspect Marwah to “calm down.” 


Deputy Cooley was focused on Suspect Marwah’s combative demeanor and not the 
witnesses. He added that Suspect Marwah was the bigger threat at the time. 


Deputy Cooley was asked if h cerned about мг En he said he was 
not concerned with him as v MM. cooperative and handcuffed on a chair. He 
added that MTS was standing in the front yard. 


Suspect Marwah said, "Fuck you all, 1 don’t have to talk to you all.” He slammed the 
door against the deputies but Deputy [placed his foot in the door jamb and kept 
the door from closing. 
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Deputy {J pushed the door open and they saw Suspect Marwah walking away from 
the doorway into the hallway. Deputy B followed the suspect into the hallway and 
grabbed him from behind in order to detain him. 


Suspect Marwah swung his elbows back at Deputy ЕЕ: said, “Get the fuck off 
me. Get the fuck off me.” 


Deputy Cooley also followed Suspect Marwah and placed himself in front of the 
suspect. He grabbed the suspect's left shoulder as the suspect shook and spun Deputy 
РИ approximately 180 degrees іп a clockwise direction, where the suspect 
and Deputy were now facing the front door. 


Deputy Cooley said he and Deputy ‘еге trying to pin the suspect against the wall 
and handcuff him but the suspect swung his elbows violently and broke Deputy 
Cooley's grip. As Suspect Marwah swung his elbows, he struck Deputy Cooley's lower 
lip with one of his elbows. 


During the fight, the suspect was saying, “I’m not going down. You aren't taking me to 
the ground.” 


Deputy Cooley punched the suspect on the face, once with his left fist and once with his 
right fist in order to keep the suspect from fighting. 


Suspect Marwah began to go down to the floor and Deputy Cooley grabbed his left 
shoulder area in order to guide him down to the floor. While on the floor, Suspect 
Marwah’s head was facing the front doorway and his feet were facing the doorways to 
other rooms in the house. 


While on the floor with the suspect, Deputy Cooley broadcast via his handheld radio that 
deputies were involved in a fight. 


Suspect Marwah continued to struggle while facing down on the floor by placing his 
hands under his stomach to avoid being handcuffed. 


Deputy Cooley grabbed the suspect's left arm and pried it out from under the suspect's 


stomach. Не did not remember if Deputy [grabbed the suspect's right arm before 
handcuffing him. Deputy |i handcuffed the suspect. 
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Deputy Cooley positioned himself on one knee and placed his left hand on the suspect's 
left shoulder area with his right hand on his back to keep him from struggling. He 
continued to order the suspect to stop resisting. 


Suspect Marwah refused to stand up and continued to comply with the deputies. The 
deputies lifted the suspect and carried him to a radio car in front of the location. 


Suspect Marwah was placed in the back seat head first and another deputy assisted 
through the opposite open doorway to pull the suspect into the back seat. 


Deputy Cooley said the fight took only a few seconds and it was over quickly. 


Deputy Cooley suffered a small abrasion and swelling on the inside of his lower lip. He 
was not treated for his injury.

When the two deputies arrived, he stepped out to meet them outside of the house and 


the deputies detained Mr. Ш outside of the house. Suspect Marwah remained at 
the doorway of the house. 
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The deputies and Suspect Marwah had a brief conversation and Suspect Marwah 
walked away from deputies into the house because Suspect Marwah and his family had 
nothing to do with the dispute. 


Witness EE said he remained in front of the house and stood at the sidewalk 
where he observed the incident from. 


When Suspect Marwah walked away from the deputies, the deputies followed him into 
the house and grabbed him. The deputies said, “Wait a minute.” Suspect Marwah said 
he wanted to go in the house with his fend 


The deputies grabbed Suspect Marwah and pushed him down to the floor, where they 
held his head down on the floor. Witnes И described the position that Suspect 
Marwah was held in as a prone position with his hands held against his back and feet 
lifted and pointed to the back. 


Witness — added that the deputies detained him for something he had nothing 
to do with and that the deputies were not supposed to be at the location for him. He 
said Suspect Marwah did not close the door on the deputies and did not resist the 
deputies.

She said 
she was not sure why they wanted to enter, except that the deputies wanted to make 
sure the bedroom was empty but still did not understand why they wanted to enter. 


She said Suspect Marwah was at the door way and did not allow deputies inside 
because his I cs sleeping and did not want the deputies to awaken him. 
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Witness fg said the deputies told Suspect Marwah that they were going in and 
they went in. The deputies subdued Suspect Marwah inside the hallway for being 
protective of ПОИ She said they handcuffed Suspect Marwah on the floor and 
dragged him to the radio car.

She said she wanted to check on her Ш the bedroom but the 
deputies did not allow her to walk to her bedroom and told her to “stay right there.” 


Suspect Marwah told her to go ahead and go back into the living room. Suspect 
Marwah told her that he was no longer complying with the deputies and “was not going 
to deal with that” because there was nothing else to say. Suspect Marwah told the 
deputies they could not enter the house because there was no warrant. She said he 
was ready to close the door. 


The deputies pushed the door open and went inside the house and that is when “it went 
down.” She said the deputies pushed and tackled the suspect down to the floor. She 
added that Suspect Marwah was not intoxicated.

She said when she and Mr. arrived, deputies already had Suspect 
Marwah pinned on the floor with his hands behind his back. The two deputies carried 
Suspect Marwah out of the house and threw him inside a radio car like he was an 
animal. She did not see what part of Suspect Marwah's body landed inside the radio 
car. 


Witness i was asked if she saw deputies strike Suspect Marwah in any way and she 
said she did not see anything like that but Suspect Marwah did appear bruised as they 
carried him out to the car. She said she did not see Suspect Marwah strike the 
deputies. 


Hr M asked if she recorded any part of the incident on video and she said 


Mr. recorded some of the incident but she did not know what he recorded.

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Due to the loud arguing, Suspect Marwah came out of his room to see what was going 
on between Witness enc МЯ That is when deputies arrived at the 
location. 


During the argument in the house, he heard deputies yell at them to come out of the 
house. v ЖЕШ well as Witness ЖШШЕ came out of the house exited and Mr. 
was handcuffed by deputies. 


Suspect Marwah spoke the deputies at the doorway and Witness ТА out of 
her bedroom at which time deputies told her to come out of the house. She told 
deputies her one year old Жа» in the bedroom and wanted to bring him out. 


uties yelled to her, “No, you come this way." Suspect Marwah told Witness 
В: о get their son. The deputies jumped on Suspect Marwah because he 
told Witness MM go back into the room. Suspect Marwah said the deputies were 
punching him. 


Suspect Marwah said he was not injured but felt he had something in his eye as he 
motioned to his right eye or right side of the face. 


Suspect Marwah said he had not been drinking and was not using drugs or 
medications. The interview by Sergeant Thompson was terminated. 


Suspect Adam Marwah was interviewed on April 14, 2013, at approximately 0005 hours 
by Sergeant Jose J. Garcia and Sergeant Hector Velasquez of the Internal Affairs 
Bureau. The interview took place at Marina Del Rey Jail and it was audio recorded. The 
following is a summary of the interview: 


Suspect Marwah said he is the head of the household. Em | | | | 


and his [J Witness —— got into an argument at the house over missing 
identification. He said Witness И 5 not the most level headed guy.” 


Suspect Marwah was in his bedroom and heard the argument. He stepped out of the 
bedroom to see what was happening and saw the two yelling at one another in the living 
room. He said that wines cc the Sheriff's Department. 


Sheriff's deputies arrived and announced their presence at the door by yelling, "Sheriff's 
Department." 
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Witness fi stepped out to speak to deputies and Mr. — — remained inside 
the living room yelling. Mr. then stepped out to the deputies, at which time the 


deputies handcuffed Mr. 


Suspect Marwah and а. then stepped out to speak to deputies at the 
open doorway. 


One of the deputies was telling Suspect Marwah to come outside and Suspect Marwah 
told the deputies that he was not involved in the dispute adding that he only heard the 
arguing and did not know what was going on. He told the deputies he was not coming 
outside. 


Suspect Marwah said the deputies wanted his Witness MEM to come out 
also and at one point, physically pulled Witness. He added that Witness 
is sixty three or sixty four years old and elderly. 


Suspect Marwah told the deputies that he and Witness nad nothing to do with 
the dispute and that the persons involved were already outside with the deputies. The 
deputies continued to insist that they come out to speak to them but he refused. 


Suspect Marwah said that he told deputies that if they wanted to talk to him, they could 
come in and speak to him inside like normal Sheriff's Deputies do. He then said he told 
deputies that they could talk in the doorway. He added that the Sheriff s department 
has been at his house before in regards to Mr. 


Suspect Marwah was asked how many times he was asked to come out by deputies 
and he said, approximately three times. While at the doorway, the deputies asked who 
else was in the house and asked what was happening. 


While he spoke to deputies in the doorway, his MOES б 2 their 
bedroom and asked what was going on. The deputies told her to come outside. 
Witness Milli оо the deputies that her one year old was in their bedroom and 
needed to bring him with her. The deputies told her to come outside and to not go back 
into the room. 


Suspect Marwah said that as he stood at the door talking with deputies, he told Witness 
— you deal with it.” 
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He told the deputies that Witness | called them and that he and Witness 
were not involved in the dispute. He told them that they were going back to 
their bedroom. 


Suspect Marwah told Witness | ‘Just o get him Babe.” He said he believes that 
the deputies did not like him telling Wines И о return to her bedroom, so when 
he started to walk back toward his bedroom the deputies jumped on him. 


Suspect Marwah said Deputy Cooley grabbed him by the shoulders and began to push 
him against the wall with his right shoulder against the wall. He was then pushed down 
to the floor. He said he did a clockwise turn while against the wall and ended with his 
left shoulder against the wall. Deputy | es in front of him and Deputy Cooley was 
behind him. He said his legs were tense during the struggle. 


He felt Deputy — so grab him and felt a downward force as if the deputies were 
trying to take him down to the floor. He said he did not fall immediately and would not 
go down as fast as the deputies wanted him to. He said this struggle lasted 
approximately ten seconds. 


Suspect Marwah said that at some point he realized that the deputies were trying to 
take him down to the floor and he said he knew it from the beginning, when the deputies 
first grabbed him. 


He was asked if the deputies were trying to take him down, why did he not go along with 
the deputies and he said he was going down except he did not go down fast enough. 


He said he does not recall any of the deputies yelling commands toward him but does 
remember Witnesses lil and yelling for the deputies to leave him alone. 


He said he did not fall fast and remained on his feet. He said that he believed that 
because he did not go down to the floor fast enough, the deputies punched him 
repeatedly until he fell to the floor. He said that when he felt the punches, he said, 
“Okay, okay.” 


Suspect Marwah was asked if it occurred to him that the deputies believed that he was 


resisting while he refused to be pushed down and he said no. He said he was not 
resisting. 
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Suspect Marwah said when he was taken to the floor he placed his hands in front of his 
torso and the deputies were trying to force his hands back behind him in order to 
handcuff him. 


He said all he was doing was being stiff and would not go down to the floor while they 
force him down to the floor. The deputies then “hog tied him” and dragged him down 
the stairs like an animal. He then said they carried him and he was not hog tied. 


Suspect Marwah was asked how he was taken down to the floor and he said the 
deputies guided him down to the floor and placed him on his stomach.

Garcia: Now at some point you said you started getting punched. Now where did 
the first punch come from, and where were you? Were you already on the 
floor?

Marwah: On my stomach, on my stomach. Uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE). 


Garcia: Now when you went down, what part of your body hit first, your knees, 
your... 

Marwah: It wasn't like a hit, it wasn’t like that, it was just a slow... 

Garcia: Slow, gradual, almost like a, like a, like they guided you down. 


Marwah: Yeah, uh-huh (AFFIRMATIVE).

Marwah: Gosh, maybe four seconds, maybe. | mean, as soon as | got to the 
ground and | didn’t move my arms back they started punching me, you 
know. And from there, that's, 

Suspect Marwah said he received four punches by the deputies. The first punch was to 

his right eye. He said once he was punched, he relaxed, gave the deputies his hands 


and was handcuffed. 


He said that he did not give up his hands because he is the head of the household. He 
was not involved in the dispute and believed it was not right. 


Suspect Marwah said that he believed Deputy Cooley did not like him because during 
their initial conversation he told Deputy Cooley that he did not seem like a veteran 
deputy and felt he was a "rookie." He added that he told him he would rather speak to 
Deputy MEN He believed that Deputy Mills: handling the situation correctly. 


Suspect Marwah was asked if it was possible that his elbow may have struck one or 
both deputies and he said it was impossible based on how the deputies grabbed him. 


Suspect Marwah said that his family was yelling at the deputies during the fight that 
Suspect Marwah was not involved in the dispute and did not do anything. 
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Suspect Marwah said his ME Witness E — ы at the house 


to visit during the incident and were video recording the incident with their cellular 
telephones. 


Suspect Marwah said he sustained an eye injury due to being punched on the face.
